Week At Lansing. |

The past few days have seen 
many of the governor’s plans for 
revamping the state’s fiscal ma- 
chinery transferred from the 
realm of mere recommendation to 
that of potential law. In one day 
the senate and house received close 
to 60 bills, the most of which are 
designed to place in effect Gov. 
Fitzgerald’s plan for centralized 
control of state finances. 

Material for what is expected to 
furnish one of the major fireworks 
displays of the present session svas 
injected into the. deliberations this 
week by Rep. T. Thomas Thatch- 
er, (D) of Ravenna, co-author 
of the Thatcher-Sias act of two 
years ago which provides special 
aid for the primary school dis- 
tricts of the state. Rep. Thatcher's 
current offering would guarantee 
aid to the districts amounting 


to 

$25,000,000 annually instead of 

the $15,000,000 granted by the 
1933 legislature. 

The question of amounts to be 


allowed the schools has become thc 


bone of contention between thc 
executive office and that of the 
superintendent of public  instruc- 


tion. It has supplied the basis foi 
several verbal clashes during. the 
‘last few days between the—-gover 


‘it could be determined just what 
the administration wanted in the 
way of such legislation. 

Gov. Fitzgerald in hig message 
to the legislature last month 
recommended an exemption of 
$3,500 on homesteads. The demo- 
cratic majority in the house in- 
sisted that he meant a blanket ex- 
emption including all homesteads 
which brought forth the question 
of how the guvernor expected to 
exempt -o much taxable property, 
reduce the sales tax and at the 
same time support governmental 
functions. This argument threat- 
ened to defeat the Holbeck meas- 
uré until the governor stepped 
into the picture and clarified his 
| position on the matter by stating 
that he had in mind to exempt 
such homesteads as might be oc- 
cupied by aged persons unable to 
pay taxes,
